Glicago, Dec. iB—A dozlen or 
more of the important siae line 
industries of tlie Chicago meat 
packers, involving an invCiStment 
of many million dollars, ^vill be 
disposed of under a stipuh^ted de- 
cree, soon to be entered bjr the U. 
S. Supreme Court on a motion of 
Attorney General Palmerj Rep- 
resentatives of the packen refus- 
ed today to discuss detaili of the 
the decree under which tlie pack- 
ers in future will be rcc|jiirea to 
confine their business activiti<is to 
the production of meat, Iptjultry, 
butter, eggs and cheesej ,l>ut it 
IS learned from an authoritative 
•ource that {in outline of the plan 
has been agreed lipon. It is said 
that tht packers wiir be' ordered 
to withdraw leather, canned fruit 
and vegetables, soap, cleansing 
powder, groceries, fertilizer, cold 
storage fish, refrigerator car lines 
ceeals, glue, sporting goods and 
control of stock ;^rds.

MINORITY l£ADER 
FIGHT ON IN SENATE 

(By AaaeeUtad Freia) 

Washington, D. C, Dec. 18— A 
call for a conference of democrat- 
ic senators Siiturday to select a 
leader to succeed the late Senator 
Martin, of Virginia wa^j issued to- 
day by Senator Hitchcock, of Ne- 
braska, who is contesting with 
Senator Oscar Underwood, of Al- 
bama, for the place. The out- 
come of control, which is the only 
business to come before the con- 
ference, is 'said io be -in doubt. 
Hitchcock is acting demoqratiff 
leader and chief spokesman for 
the administration in the treaty 
fight. Underwood was formerly 
democratic leader in the house. 

F'ricnds said that Hitchcock's 
action in issuing the Call indicated 
that he felt confident of winning. 
Some senators said this is the 
outcome of the treaty controver- 
sy, Httchcock opposing and Un- 
derwood agreeing to accept as a 
last alternative the Knox jjlan to 
ratify the treaty except tiie 
League of Nations covenant, 
which may be* left for future con- 
sideration.

RESENTS CRITICISM 1 
" OF REREA CLASS 



KteptT Roberts of Poor Farm 
Sajra It Is First Ever Had 
and H« ImvKee lnsp<icHon 

Mr. L. R. Roberts, keeper of the 
poor fam near Uniou, and manv of 
his neigh^rs resent critieiiim of the 
management of the poor farm, as 

made by the Red Cross C\aas of Bocna 
College. T^eighbors and ^rominert 
citizenS'Of that comunity say that Mr. 
Roberts is giving splendid service, and 
doing evei-ything that is necessary fcr 
the care and comfort of his unfor- 
tunate guests. All speak in hi{;h 
terms of him and his work. Col- J. 
R. Dunbar, who has been receiver for 
14 years, testifies in .strong terms to 
the good treataient and food the 
inmates receive, lir. Roberts tfainkii 
also that the Berea College daas did 
not give him fair treatment in its 
critici.sm. He says that this is the 
fir.st time he has ever been critifiicd 
or condemned by anyone, and ne is 
anxious for anyone to visit the firm 
r\nd sec the work that is done there 
and how he conducts the institutiDn. 
He has giyen the Daily Register the 
following statement in ttply to the 
Bcrea College Class' ciAtieisn)': 
EkUtor of Daily Registefl 

There appeared in your paper sev- 
eral day.s ago, a reproduction of an 
ailicle publi.shod by the Berea Citizen, 
concemini? a visit made by the Ecd 
Cross of Berea College, to the Coun- 
ty poor farm, and the county juil. 
and as keeper of the former, I de.sirc 
to correct, and refute some of the 
ntatementa made by the membei^ of 
the Red Cross Class. They stated 
conditions found at ' the poor farm 
were not as satisfactory' as might be 
lo.sircil, ard that a numbor of the in- 
mato.s arc not rcrcivinp; the care thii! 
they .should, imi\ unminK a boy .vhv 
ha.s tuboiculosis, ^.s one of th'^ In- 
mates not recoivinp the proper cere. 
Unfortunttely, the poor farm has n-. 
".pecial place \o confine a case of thir 
kind, but the very best that can bo 
(lone for this unfortunate boy in be- 
ing done. He has daily medical at- 
tention, and I feel sure that he will 
testify that he gots all the care nocos- 
sary to his comfort, as far cs hK^ 
physicial condition permits. 

The intimation made by the Kod 
Cross Class that the inmates are r.ot 
given sufflciont food, is ab8olu-;.-;lv 
without fact and fonadation, and I am 
willing to leave this question to any 
inmate of the institution who vdoos 
not bear a grievance against me While 
the land at the poor farm is not very 
pnxluctivev for which I am not re- 
.sponsiblo, I rr.i.sed one of the best 
Kanlons in the county the past year, 
having raised 1,500 heads of cab- 
Imge, 100 bushels of sweet potatoes, 
and other things in proportion. 

We have also put up 126 gallons of 
blackberries, for winter use, and we 
milk three good cows, and the buinates 
are given all the butter they neet!. I 
feel safe in the belief the the poov 
farm inmato.s arc fed a.s well aF 
the Berea CoIIokp feeds its student.: 
and I hoi)0 that if the fiscal court 
ever moves the county farm that it 
will not move it towards Berea. I 
invite inspection of the poor farm by 
the pnblie at all times,. but I expect 
and demand, that the trudi be told 
cunecmlng me, in the managerfont 
thereof.

Seibcrling, of Akron, Ohio, is presi-

.of New York City, are urging the 
adoption of the custom everywhere.

Tiic handle has been removed 
from the punip at the Graham 
Siiriiigs paviliim by order of May- 
or Pulliam. This was done at 
the request of the chairman of the 
local Board of Health as a sample 
of the water had been sent to the 
experiment station at Lexington 
and an analysis by Bacteriologist 
IC. J. (iott showed it to he badly 
contaminated. The .spring will 
now be cleaned out and the, water 
purified under the direction of an 
CKpert from th6 experiment sta- 
tion. As soon as this is done the 
Springs will once more be opened 
to the public. The contaminated 
water does not affect Manager 
Allin at the draham Springs lin- 
tel, which is supplied from anoth- 
er source. — Harrodsburg Demo- 
crat. 



U.S. FEEDS MILUON 
POUSH CHILDREN 

Dansig, Dec. 18 — More than H'lO,- 
000 tons of foodstulTa and raw cotton 
have been .shipped to Poland via 
Danzing from the United States since 
last February. Fpr a.l^mit..UlCa»»9lUfe 
piit» Wfere ariivihg at the rate of 
6,000 tons daily. A shipment of ISO 
locomotives is expected soon- 

IThe American Relief Admini.'.- 
stratien for feeding European chd- 
dren directs its work in Poland from 
Danzig. John H. Lange of Sdattle, 
Wash., and Captain C. A. Abele, naval 
attache at Warsaw, are in charge. 
Mr. Lantre told the As80ciate<l Pres« 
correspondent that in Poland alone 
the American Itelief Administration 
was now feeding about 1,000,000 
children. 

"We expect", he said, "to do some 
relief woik in Germany before long, 
especially here in Dansig. Thcra is 
vci-y little milk in this -district for 
children, and meat, sugar and fats 
are also .scaice. 

"DanziK will soon be free city 
and, as Poland's poit, is more poli.ih 
the German. At the present time the 
German government bcar.s the ex- 
pense of importing most of the 
foreign foodstuflfs and sells it at a 
price which the people can aflfcrd t i 
pay. This arrangement will cca^e 
soon, and I think there will be urgent 
need then of help."

SENATE ACTING ON 
RAILROAD BlU

Washington. Dec. 18 — Resum- 
ing consideration of the railroad 
bill today, the senate took up the 
most controverted section, that 
dealing with labor, including the 
anti-strike provision. Under un- 
aniinous consent agreement n 
vote will be had first on the mo- 
tion of Senator Stanley, of Ken- 
tucky, to strike out the entire la- 
bor section. If that is defeated, 
the McCormick and .Jones substi- 
tutes will be considered. 

Senator Undervvood, the first 
speaker, opposed the Stnley mo- 
tion, declaring in substance that 
congress must provide tribunals 
for settling disputes so there will 
be no interference with r;iihvay 
service.

The Chicago 'XYilnme said this last 
week about the paper situation: The 
newsprint paper supply is rapidly ap- 
proaching a stage which will be fatal 
to many newspapers. The present 
normal demand i.s perhap.s 25 per 
cent greater than the .supply, an 1 
prices arc or a famine ba.sis and t;o- 
ing higher. At present rates of ad- 
vertising it ia impossible for most 
newspapers to make money. If this 
situation were the results of mani- 
pul.ition or monopoly, it might bo 
do;'.lt 'r'i]\ hy the nsual legal meas- 
"".^,7)1 iirosecution and le^sla- 
ti;i'-> ar9 dlrappointin;; in rcjtults. 

In fact, the present .'ituntion is the 
ro.'ult of fihortsighted attempts in 
the past to restrict tho price of pa- 
per, which has kept capital out of 
jnaattfacturet so that the industry 
nibw is not able to meet the publish- 
ers' needs. 

The crisis can be met only by vol- 
untary solf-denial — unless it be al- 
lowed to develop until the weaker 
publisher.s go under. The Tribune ia 
in a fortunate situation because it 
manufactures its own paper. Rut it 
believes it would be a national mis- 
fortune If newspapers or other pub- 
lications of merit were victimised 
by this' abnormal eondition, perhaps 
even to the extent of being forced 
out of existence. 

The Tribune believes, therefore, 
that the stronf^er publications should 
forego their advantage to a reason- 
able extent and enter into an agree- 
ment to curtail the consumption of 
newsprint paper. ,

Some of the parties who were 
concerned in the little v affray 
down in the Garrard circuit court 
the' other dsjy evidently didn't 
relish the publicity the Daily 
Register ga\e the affair. Any- 
way, an article appears in the 
Stanford Interior Journal of 
Tuesday, evidently written or 
suggested by one of the gentle 
men concerned, which dams the 
Daily Register's report was er 
roneous in some particulars. 

Now the Daily Register re 
porter who wrote the account of 
the affair was not present and 
did not see^it. but was given a 
graphic deS'cription of the entire 
episode by one of the most prom- 
inent attorneys of the central 
Kentucky bar, who was present, 
was inside the bar at the Lan 
caster courthouse when the fisti 
cuff occurred, heard every word 
saw every move and gave the 
facts verbatim et literam as told 
Ijy the Daily Register, to its re- 
porter. And after the article was 
printed tlie attorney read it and 
told the said reporter that the 
story was substantially true in 
every detail. 

As far a^ Judge Hardin over- 
ruling Attf^ney Puryear's ob- 
jection to the character of At- 
torney Robinson's speech, the at- 
torney who told the facts to the 
Daily Register said that he did 
not hear any such statement on 
the jiart of tiie Judge, nor did he 
liear the Judge reprimand or fine 
the i)articipants in the little* bout 
that day, but the attorney who 
told of the affair left early the 
next day and did not Icam of the 
action taken later in the affair by 
the Judge. 

The matter is, of course, of 
small ct)nsc(|uciicc, and if any of 
the jiarticipants think that the 
Daily Register has done him an 
injustice, it is glad to j)rint what 
he has to say about that matter 
in the Stanford pa{>er, for it has 
a high regard for all concerned 
So here's how he tells it: 

In the first place after the af- 
fair had ended. Judge Hardin, 
who was presiding, not only 
.■severely reprimanded the at- 
torneys in open court, but also 
inflicte'd on Judge Puryear a fine 
of, $20 for being in contempt of 
court for havin£.called Robinson 
a liar and fined Robinson $20 for 
heing in contempt of court for 
.itriking Puryear. Robinson stat- 
ed that Elbert Calico, the husband 
of the plaintilT, wIkjsc affections 
was alleged to have been alienat 
cd, was not present and had es- 
caped all the humiliation of the 
trial, while the defendant, Mrs. 
Hill, had been compelled to face 
a curious and tittering audience 
and subjected to a long examina- 
tion and cross-examination by at- 
torneys and had been humiliated 
)y the slurs ot the attorneys on 
the other side. Judge Puryear 
took exceptions to this *t^tement 
as a i)ersonal reflection on him, 
and made ^n objection to the 
court, which was overruled, 'but 
vhich Judge Puryear did not 
hear, and Robinson then con- 
tinued his speech and .said it was 
true that slurs had been cast 
against his clients, and Judge 
Puryear, standing up at the time 
within arms length of Robinson, 
tated, 'It's a lie." 

Whereupon, Robinson struck 
him and they clinched, and were 
sci)arated in ti few seconds with- 
out injury to cither party, and 
the court the na iter reprimanded 
and fined both of them for con- 
tempt. We think in justice to 
the court and to the gentlemen 
involved a true statement of the 
facts should be made as above 
set forth. Both attorneys im- 
modiately overlooked the in- 
stance and dropped it, and apolo- 
gized to the court, protesting.that 
they meant no contempt of court, 
and renewed their fricndshij) 
which had been "i l^ni; -t.mding.

DECORATING FOR CHRISTMAS 

Holly Wreaths Help to Make the Home 
Cheerfut— How to Keep the Tree 
Brlflht and. Green.
